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ACTING  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 


It  lias  been  a  tradition  for  the  Chairman  to  make  some  comment  on  the  current 
scene,  thus  providing  the  Friends  and  Supporters  of  our  School  &  Home  with  more 
recent  information  on  the  many  facets  of  work  at  St.  Nicholas.  I  begin  this  Report, 
therefore,  with  a  tribute  to  the  Ven  A.C.H.  Peatfield,  Archdeacon  of  North  Malaya 
and  Chairman  of  St.  Nicholas  from  July  1964,  who  left  Malaysia  on  14th  April  this 
year.  Those  of  us  who  had  the  opportunity  to  work  with  Archdeacon  Peatfield  know 
how  closely  he  identified  himself  with  the  progress  of  St.  Nicholas.  We  miss  him, 
Mrs.  Peatfield  and  their  family,  but  as  with  many  other  friends  whom  we  gratefully 
remember  at  this  time,  we  know  that  this  remembrance  is  reciprocal  and  that  St. 
Nicholas  continues  to  be  dear  to  their  hearts  as  they  are  to  us. 

This  A.G.M.  is  the  first  under  the  new  Anglican  Diocese  of  West  Malaysia 
which  came  into  force  on  7th  April  1970.  Our  previous  President,  Bishop  Chiu  Ban 
It,  a  son  of  Penang,  has  known  St.  Nicholas  since  his  childhood,  and  we  have  been 
most  grateful  for  his  abiding  interest  and  help.  We  welcome  the  Rt.  Rev.  Tan  Sri 
Roland  Koh  as  our  new  Bishop  and  President.  Bishop  Koh  is  no  stranger  to  us,  as 
during  his  period  of  service  in  the  old  Diocese  as  Suffragan  Bishop,  he  displayed  his 
keen  interest  in  St.  Nicholas  in  many  ways. 

Finance:  Our  progress,  both  financial  and  actual,  is  recorded  elsewhere  in  some 
detail,  but  I  wish  to  thank  our  thousands  of  Supporters  and  Friends  whose  contribu¬ 
tions  may  not  appear  separately  but  without  whose  help  our  continued  existence  and 
development  would  have  been  impossible.  Our  financial  position  at  the  end  of  1969 
looks  very  healthy,  but  it  is  a  fact  that  the  welcome  excess  of  income  over  expenditure 
actually  represents  only  6  weeks  of  running  St.  Nicholas.  However,  in  faith  the 
Board  has  decided  to  transfer  some  of  the  surplus  to  the  Endowment  Fund  which  is 
badly  in  need  of  a  boost.  Our  reserves  are  still  very  small,  and  I  would  urge  all 
well-wishers  of  St.  Nicholas  to  consider  carefully  if  they  can  offer  help  to  build  up 
this  Fund  which  would  ensure  a  steady  income  from  investments.  In  this  connection, 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  a  bequest  of  $1,000/-  was  received  recently  for  the  Fund 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  Mary  Simpson. 

In  thanking  our  innumerable  Supporters  we  must  not  forget  to  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  very  substantial  grants  from  the  Ministries  of  Education  and  Welfare 
Services  as  well  as  the  State  Governments,  the  total  of  which  covers  2/3  of  our  running 
costs. 


I  would  like  to  place  on  record  too  our  very  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  F.  Weatherly 
and  Mr.  Sim  Boon  Suat  of  Kennedy,  Burkill  &  Co.  Sdn.  Bhd.,  our  Hon.  Treasurers, 
and  to  Messrs.  Turquand,  Youngs  &  Co.,  our  Hon.  Auditors,  for  their  professional 
services  so  willingly  given. 

The  Development  Plan :  Mr.  M.  Saravanamuttu  and  his  team  of  helpers,  to  whom 
we  are  greatly  indebted,  have  had  the  great  satisfaction  early  this  year  in  seeing  their 
target  of  $200,000/- reached.  With  the  new  buildings  rising  on  all  sides  our  mood  must 
be  one  of  thanks  and  rejoicing.  Inevitably,  as  we  are  a  living,  growing  organism,  we 
find  we  shall  need  more!  More  funds  to  fully  equip  our  new  special  classrooms  and 
the  extension  of  our  facilities  and  more  money  for  future  projects  which  are 
already  being  thought  about.  Fortunately,  our  Appeal  Committee  cast  their  nets 
widely  and  wisely,  and  we  have  hopes  that  several  projects  from  which  we  have 
received  some  funds  will  continue  to  be  a  source  of  income  in  the  future.  We  are 
honoured  too  that  St.  Nicholas  has  been  approved  by  U.N.E.S.C.O.  as  a  Project  for  their 
Gift  Coupon  Scheme.  A  full  report  of  the  Appeal  Fund  and  a  list  of  notable  gifts 
can  be  found  elsewhere.  It  is  my  great  pleasure  and  privilege  to  acknowledge  with  deep 
gratitude  these  sums  and  the  hundreds  of  other  smaller  but  equally  appreciated  and 
important  donations. 
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We  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Government  of  Malaysia  for  their  expression 
of  confidence  in  St.  Nicholas  by  supporting  our  expansion  scheme  on  a  $-for-$  basis. 
Those  who  attended  the  Laying  of  the  Foundation  Stone  of  our  New  Buildings  on 
December  29th  1969  will  recall  with  what  obvious  pleasure  and  informality  our 
beloved  Bapa  Malaysia,  Y.T.M.  Tunku  Abdul  Rahman  Putra,  performed  the  ceremony 
and  greeted  the  children  and  guests. 

The  laying  of  the  Foundation  Stone  was  followed  by  the  blessing  of  the  new 
dormitories  and  special  classrooms  by  Bishop  Chiu  on  March  10th  this  year,  since 
when  our  ears  have  reverberated  with  the  noisy  demolition  of  our  “Main  House”  — 
home  of  the  St.  Nicholas  family  since  1938  —  and  with  the  almost  equally  noisy 
operations  of  re-building.  We  hopefully  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  Phase 
III  in  about  a  year’s  time,  when  we  hope  you  will  all  be  able  to  celebrate  with  us 
the  official  opening  of  the  “new”  St.  Nicholas.  Without  your  help,  and  continued 
support  and  prayers,  we  could  not  have  made  this  venture  of  faith. 

Youth  Centre  and  Chapel:  We  are  very  happy  that  this  building  continues  to 
be  used  as  a  common  meeting  ground  for  Christian  worship  and  recreation  and  that 
one  of  these  groups  is  the  R.A.A.F.  Congregation,  whose  Sunday  School  has  been 
able  to  absorb  ours. 

Integrated  Programme:  I  spoke  at  the  beginning  of  this  study  about  the  many 
facets  of  the  activities  of  St.  Nicholas.  We  continue  to  house  14  students  for  whom 
the  Ministry  of  Education  is  providing  Secondary  education  in  classes  integrated  with 
pupils  of  sighted  schools.  We  have  been  naturally  delighted  by  the  success  of  so 
many  of  our  old  students  in  competitive  examinations  and,  in  this  connection,  would 
offer  especial  congratulations  and  good  wishes  to  Martha  Ho  for  being  the  first  blind 
girl  to  obtain  a  full  H.S.C.  and  to  be  admitted  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  University  of 
Malaya.  We  also  record  with  gratitude  the  scholarship,  covering  2/3  of  her  expenses, 
from  the  Malayan  Association  for  the  Blind.  The  balance  is  being  met  by  St.  Nicholas. 

Other  Old  Nicolites  who  have  achieved  academic  success  include  Nicholas  Lam 
and  Nik  Yusoff  who  passed  the  S.C.  with  a  Grade  I.  The  case  of  Joseph  Soon  merits 
special  mention.  This  boy  was  a  “late  developer”  and  had  already  lost  the 
opportunity  for  study  in  the  Integrated  Programme  when  he  made  special  applica¬ 
tion  for  help  to  St.  Nicholas  in  1967.  Generously  offered  a  place  in  St.  Mark’s  Private 
School,  and  assisted  by  a  St.  Nicholas  Supporter,  Joseph  —  studying  with  no  Resource 
Teacher  and  living  at  home  in  Butterworth  —  passed  the  L.C.E.  examination  with  Grade 
I.  As  he  is  already  20  years  old,  he  has  not  been  allowed  to  join  the  Integrated 
programme,  at  Form  IV  level,  despite  his  good  results,  and  must  struggle  on  by 
himself  for  the  M.C.E.  next  year.  Ten  others  sat  for  the  L.C.E.  and  passed. 

Edward  Cheah  is  another  Old  Nicolite  who  passed  the  S.C.  in  1967  with  a  Grade  I. 
The  R.N.I.B.  have  kindly  agreed  to  find  a  place  for  Edward  at  their  School  of 
Physiotherapy  in  England  and  the  British  Ministry  of  Overseas  Development  have 
very  generously  agreed  to  provide  a  scholarship  for  him  if  the  Government  of 
Malaysia  will  sponsor  him.  The  scholarship  would  provide  his  travelling  expenses, 
tuition  fees  and  a  subsistence  allowance.  Therefore,  Government  support  is  eagerly 
awaited. 

The  successes  achieved  by  these  students  and  their  plans  for  the  future  under¬ 
line  the  need  which  is  even  now  being  felt  for  greater  job  opportunities  for  the  blind. 
It  would  seem  to  us  that  this  matter  must  be  tackled  with  careful  investigation  and 
planning  on  a  National  basis.  We  are  confident  that  such  action  would  pay  dividends 
and  we  will  help  in  any  way  we  can  to  ensure  its  success. 

After-Care:  St.  Nicholas  has  come  more  and  more  to  realise  that  work  for 
the  blind  is  fully  accomplished  only  when  each  blind  person  passing  through  our  hands 
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has  been  helped  to  become  a  fully-developed  personality,  earning  an  honest  living  and 
participating  in  the  community  as  far  as  possible  on  a  par  with  the  sighted.  Those 
for  whom  this  is  an  impossible  goal,  because  of  emotional,  mental  or  other  physical 
handicaps,  must  at  least  be  found  a  niche  in  which  they  can  pursue  some  useful 
occupation  and  be  provided  with  recreational  facilities  and  opportunities  for  social 
contact  and  companionship. 


Miss  Betty  Eade  has  made  a  valiant  part-time  attempt  at  After-Care  work  for 
the  last  51-  years,  but  as  she  was  also  faced  with  the  full-time  job  of  Matron  of  the 
School  from  April  1966,  she  just  could  not  make  time  for  the  close  contact  required. 
Miss  Eade  is  now  on  a  very  well-earned  “leave”  —  though  still  working  for  St. 
Nicholas  as  she  gives  talks  to  groups  of  interested  friends  —  and  will  return  in 
November  to  full-time  service  as  After-Care  Officer.  This  type  of  work  lacks  glamour, 
as  it  will  be  to  a  large  extent  concerned  with  the  problems  of  every-day  living  of  the  less 
capable  Old  Nicolites  —  visiting  them,  advising  on  health  or  emotional  problems, 
seeking  job  opportunities  and  rejoicing  in  each  effort  made  by  them  to  tackle  life  in  the 
community.  We  hope  Miss  Eade  will  also  be  able  to  seek  out  children  who  could  be  helped 
by  admission  to  St.  Nicholas  and  to  persuade  parents  to  let  them  have  this  opportunity, 
as  we  have  several  times  been  faced  with  the  knowledge  that  blind  persons  looking  to  us 
for  help  have  done  so  too  late  in  life  for  the  maximum  benefit  to  be  obtained.  In  thanking 
Miss  Eade  for  what  she  has  done  for  St.  Nicholas  in  the  past  we  look  forward  to  receiving 
her,  rested  and  refreshed,  for  this  vital  contribution  to  Blind  Welfare. 

Occupation  Centre:  As  friends  of  St.  Nicholas  are  aware,  we  have  since  June 
1964  provided  a  home  and  training  in  simple  crafts  for  a  small  group  of  young  blind 
women  who  are  orphans  and  also  unable  to  hold  a  job  in  any  competitive  employment. 
Others  with  similar  handicaps  have  come  to  us  after  being  evaluated  as  “unemploy¬ 
able”.  Still  others  have  needed  a  home  and  occupation  whilst  enduring  the  long  wait 
for  a  job  which  is  the  lot  of  even  highly-skilled  blind  workers.  Therefore,  it  became 
necessary  to  define  our  efforts  in  two  channels  —  if  we  were  not  to  become  merely 
a  Home  for  the  Aged  —  by  catering  for  our  small  group  of  orphans  and  those  women 
whose  families  could  well  re-admit  them. 


We  are  much  indebted  to  V.S.O.  for  the  services  of  Miss  Thomson  and 
R.C.S.B.  for  the  grant  of  a  scholarship  to  Miss  Jeshurun,  who  took  over  from  Miss 
Thomson  last  August.  In  welcoming  Miss  Jeshurun  officially  to  her  first  Annual 
General  Meeting  and  thanking  her  for  her  work,  we  pay  tribute  to  Miss  Pillai,  “Ah 
Yee”,  and  other  Staff  members,  and  to  the  many  volunteers. 

These  “unemployable”  women  continue  to  progress  in  a  surprising  number  of 
ways,  and  turn  out  a  variety  of  saleable  articles.  After  each  six-months’  course,  the 
trainees  receive  Certificates  which  set  out  their  achievements.  Work  amongst  this 
group  is  of  course  closely  linked  with  our  responsibility  for  After-Care,  and  also  with 
our  contact  with  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare  from  whose  officials,  especially  the 
Penang  State  Social  Welfare  Officer,  Mr.  K.  Ponnampalam,  and  his  staff,  we  have 
received  a  great  deal  of  help  and  much  encouragement. 

We  are  conscious  that  there  must  be  many  more  blind  women  who  would 
benefit  from  similar  opportunities,  and  that  there  is  as  yet  nowhere  in  Malaysia  a 
comparable  scheme  for  men.  In  continuation  of  my  remarks  above  concerning  the  need 
for  greater  efforts  to  ensure  that  blind  children  are  brought  into  contact  with 
opportunities  for  education  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  I  would  mention  that  recently, 
as  the  result  of  enquiries  made  by  a  member  of  the  public,  we  were  made  aware  of  a 
young  blind  man,  a  resident  of  Penang  since  birth,  who  at  the  age  of  21  had  received  no 
formal  schooling.  Brought  into  the  Occupation  Centre  as  a  “day  trainee”,  he 
showed  suitability  for  this  type  of  training  and  has  been  admitted  into  the  present 
session  —  of  course  as  a  non-resident! 
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Other  Organisations:  Last  year  St.  Nicholas  became  an  Associate  Member  of 
the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  and  was  represented  at  its  4th 
General  Assembly  by  the  Principal  whose  travelling  expenses  were  very  generously  met 
by  the  Lee  Foundation.  Several  important  resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  conference 
and  we  are  seeking  ways  of  implementing  as  many  of  them  as  possible  in  consultation 
and  co-operation  with  the  M.A.B.  and  Government.  Therefore,  we  welcome  the  move 
to  form  the  National  Council  for  the  Blind.  We  are  grateful  to  the  M.A.B.  for  agreeing 
that  St.  Nicholas  should  always  be  one  of  the  three  representatives  for  West  Malaysia. 

Our  increasing  good  relationship  with  the  M.A.B.  has  continued  and  we  have  also 
maintained  cordial  relations  with  A.F.O.B.  and  R.C.S.B.  We  were  particularly 
honoured  that  Mr.  J.  Wilson,  R.C.S.B.  Director,  was  present  at  our  Speech  Day  last 
November  and  that  Mr.  R.A.  Babonau,  its  S.E.  Asia  Representative,  was  with  us  at 
our  Prefects’  Installation  in  January  this  year.  The  Malaysian  Guild  of  Educators  of 
the  Blind  is  making  slow  but  steady  progress  and  its  publication,  Quarterly  Contact, 
is  strongly  recommended  to  all  those  who  are  interested  in  blindness  and  the  blind. 

Personal:  The  members  of  the  Board  have  continued  to  play  an  important 
role  and  in  paying  a  tribute  to  them  for  their  keen  interest  and  wise  counsel,  we 
remember  especially  Dr.  Wong  Poll  Lam,  Mr.  S.  Thillaimuthu  and  Mr.  M.J.S.  Figg  who 
have  left  us,  and  welcome  their  replacements  —  Mr.  J.  Louis,  Mr.  A.H.  Disdel  and 
Mrs.  R.  Thillaimuthu.  We  also  extend  our  congratulations  to  Tuan  Haji  C.C.  Ismail  who 
was  conferred  with  the  title  of  “Dato”  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  Penang  last 
December. 


As  mentioned  earlier  in  my  Report,  Miss  Eade  has  relinquished  her  appoint¬ 
ment  as  Matron  and  we  have  welcomed  Mrs.  Saigal  in  her  place.  Mrs.  Saigal  has 
come  to  us  from  the  National  Family  Planning  Board  and  has  already  made  a  good 
start  at  the  variety  of  “odd  jobs”  which  being  Matron  of  St.  Nicholas  seems  to  entail. 
Me  are  happy  to  have  her  with  us  in  the  St.  Nicholas  family.  Mrs.  Saigal  is  helped 
in  her  task,  as  indeed  are  all  our  staff,  by  the  host  of  Voluntary  Helpers  who  give 
freely  of  their  time  and  talents  in  so  many  ways,  and  who  help  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  the  Home  with  a  capital  “H”  and  their  homes  by  taking  our  children  into 
their  families  at  weekends  and  in  the  holidays. 

This  help  from  volunteers,  and  the  devotion  of  our  professional  staff,  teaching, 
domestic  and  administrative,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  W.G.  Brohier,  is  perhaps  one 
of  the  chief  reasons  why  St.  Nicholas  is  such  a  happy  place.  We  are  most  fortunate 
in  having  so  many  helpers,  dedicated  and  competent,  for  whom  no  problem  is  too 
great,  no  need  of  an  individual  child  too  small,  no  hour  of  the  day  or  night  too  early 
or  too  late  to  be  used  for  the  work  at  St.  Nicholas  in  all  its  varied  aspects.  I  would 
like  to  place  on  record,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  our  very  great  appreciation  of  this 
selfless  service. 


Conclusion :  This  Report  reveals  some  of  the  many  ways  in  which  the  blind 
have  been  and  continue  to  be  helped  by  St.  Nicholas.  We  go  forward  into  the  future 
with  confidence  in  all  our  Friends,  both  near  and  far,  who,  we  know,  will  continue 
to  make  possible  such  a  record  of  service.

SUMMARY  OF  PRINCIPAL’S  REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

(Presented  at  the  4th  Speech  Day  on  10th  November,  1969) 


Welcome:  Mr.  J.  Wilson,  Director,  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  for 
the  Blind,  was  very  warmly  welcomed  and  heartily  thanked  for  having 
included  St.  Nicholas  in  his  itinerary.  Sincere  appreciation  was  expressed 
for  the  debt  of  gratitude  St.  Nicholas  owed  Mr.  Wilson  and  R.C.S.B.  and 
reference  was  made  to  the  Society’s  new  Sponsorship  Scheme  which  had 
already  connected  29  children  with  Friends  in  U.K.  who  were  contributing 
£20  per  annum  each  towards  the  children’s  maintenance.  A  cordial  welcome 
was  also  extended  to  all  the  other  guests  present. 

Staff :  There  had  been  very  few  changes.  Miss  Ida  Samuel,  a  D.T.C. 
teacher,  Miss  Goh  Hong  Leng,  a  temporary  untrained  teacher,  and  Miss  Lim 
Siew  Hua,  a  House  Assistant,  were  welcomed  to  the  staff  during  the  year. 

Children:  The  year  began  with  67  children;  there  were  15  admissions, 
including  1  deaf-blind  girl  from  Sabah,  bringing  the  total  to  82:  78  in 
the  Primary  School  and  4  in  the  Iv.G.  There  were  36  girls  and  46  boys  : 
40  Malays,  20  Chinese,  14  Sabahans,  7  Indians  and  1  South  Vietnamese. 
Apart  from  the  Sabahans  and  the  Vietnamese  boy,  15  were  from  Kedah,  1 
from  Pahang,  13  from  Penang,  32  from  Perak  and  6  from  Perlis. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  3  pupils  from  the  Kuala  Lumpur  area 
were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Education’s  Primary  Integrated 
Programme.  This  natural  expansion  of  the  programme  for  those  who  could 
benefit  from  it  was  welcomed  but  it  was  stressed  that  as  the  Integrated  and 
Residential  programmes  were  complementary  the  individual  needs  of  each 
child  should  be  given  top  priority  because  not  all  blind  children  were 
automatically  suitable  for  integration  from  the  start. 

12  children  were  leaving:  8  to  Form  I  in  regular  Secondary  Schools 
in  Alor  Star,  Ipoh  and  Penang  and  4  to  their  homes  —  3  to  await  admission 
to  the  Gurney  Evaluation  and  Adjustment  Training  Centre,  Kuala  Lumpur, 
and  1  who,  unfortunately,  was  severely  mentally  retarded  and  would  have 
to  remain  at  home. 

The  Examinations  Syndicate  and  the  Ministry  of  Education  were 
thanked  for  having  made  the  necessary  provisions  for  the  children  to  sit  for 
the  Std.  V  Assessment  Examination,  the  results  of  which  were  not  as  yet  known. 
Once  again,  in  the  Ministry’s  Standardised  Tests  for  all  Std.  VI  pupils,  the 
School’s  top  pupil,  Beh  Sai  Kim,  scored  the  following  Percentile  Ranks: 
Bahasa  Malaysia  96,  English  91,  Social  Science  93,  Science  80  and  Mathematics 
62  and  the  overall  results  showed  a  normal  spread.  To  overcome  the  general 
weakness  in  Mathematics  some  additional  apparatus  had  been  purchased 
during  the  year  and  the  children  were  already  showing  signs  of  a  greater 
understanding  of  number  bonds  and  mathematical  concepts. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  new  Report  Book  which  would  contain  a 
comprehensive  record  of  the  children’s  progress  each  year,  both  in  and  out 
of  school.  A  page  containing  an  annual  assessment  of  39  essential  ‘Skills  of 
Daily  Living’  had  been  included. 

The  fear  was  expressed  that  there  would  be  a  slight  but  temporary 
drop  in  the  children’s  standard  in  view  of  the  greater  emphasis  on  Bahasa 
Malaysia  in  English  medium  Primary  Schools  from  1970  because  there  were 
no  books  available  for  the  lower  primary  in  the  newly  adopted  Contracted 
Malay  Braille  Code  and  there  was  no  introductory  Reading  Scheme,  based 
on  the  ease  of  tactual  recognition  of  the  braille  symbols.  The  teachers  would 
be  working  on  a  scheme  during  the  holidays. 
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Health:  The  need  for  a  proper  Sick  Bay  was  emphasised  during  the 
recent  outbreak  of  chicken  pox  when  15  children  and  1  teacher  were  infected. 
On  the  whole,  the  health  of  the  children  was  very  good  and  sincere  thanks 
were  extended  to  the  host  of  Medical  Specialists,  Doctors,  Nurses,  Dental 
Personnel,  etc.  for  their  cheerful  and  devoted  services.  Special  mention  was 
made  of  Dr.  Wong  Poll  Lam,  the  Ophthalmologist,  who  had  left  in  June 
with  his  family  for  Australia.  A  tribute  was  also  paid  to  Miss  Eade  and 
the  House  Assistants  for  the  important  part  they  play  in  the  total  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  children. 

Religion :  Thanks  were  given  for  the  beautiful  Chapel  with  its  lighted 
cross  built  into  the  wall  above  the  altar.  On  10th  May  Timothy  Mok,  James 
Lim  and  John  Lee  were  baptised  in  the  new  Chapel  and  confirmed  the  follow¬ 
ing  day  by  Bishop  Chiu  Ban  It  at  St.  George’s  Church  during  its  150th 
Anniversary  Service.  Reference  was  made  to  other  Christian  activities  and 
the  Roman  Catholic  children  who  had  attended  instruction  classes  and  the 
Cathedral  of  the  Assumption  regularly.  The  Muslim  children  too  had 
continued  to  receive  Islamic  instruction  from  their  Religious  Teacher  and 
to  attend  Friday  Mosque  weekly.  They  too  were  looking  forward  to  their 
Prayer  Rooms  in  Phase  III  of  the  Development  Plan. 

Mention  was  made  of  how  quickly  the  Christian  children  had  been 
happily  integrated  into  the  R.A.A.F.  Sunday  School  which  had  started  using 
the  Chapel.  It  was  stressed  that  the  blind  did  not  see  any  differences  in 
others  and  the  hope  was  expressed  that  all  Malaysians  could  be  blind  to 
racial  and  social  prejudices  and  differences  so  that  all  could  think  and  work 
as  one  —  Malaysians  for  Malaysia. 

Activities:  Special  mention  was  made  of  the  following  main  events  of 
another  full  year: 

(1)  The  6th  Installation  of  Prefects  on  31st  January  at  which  the  Chief 
Police  Officer,  Dato  Albert  Mah,  was  Guest  of  Honour. 

(2)  The  1st  Annual  Swimming  Gala  on  25th  March  at  which  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Sim.  whose  connections  with  St.  Nicholas  went  back  many  years,  not 
only  kindly  consented  to  give  away  the  prizes  but  also  willingly 
officiated  in  half  a  dozen  different  ways! 

(3)  The  Annual  Sports  Meet  on  18th  July  at  which  the  Hon’ble  the  Chief 
Minister,  Dr.  Lim  Chong  Eu,  was  present.  Mrs.  Lim  graciously  gave 
away  the  prizes. 

(4)  The  Mock  Elections  on  25th  October. 

(5)  The  Annual  Concert  on  30th  October  and  1st  November. 

(6)  The  Christian  Children’s  Fund’s  International  Art  Competition  — 
‘Christmas  in  My  Country’  —  in  which  Wong  Kwee  Heong  had  tied 
for  2nd  Place  and  Gunabalan  had  received  Honourable  Mention.  Kwee 
IJeong’s  prize  was  a  Trust  Scholarship  of  US$300. 

(7)  The  Camp  for  Extension  Guides  in  Victoria,  Australia  in  January  1970 
which  Jamalia  bte  Sidi,  the  School  Captain,  would  be  attending  as 
their  guest  through  their  generosity. 

Equipment:  The  following  items  were  acknowledged  with  deep  gratitude: 

(1)  A  Perkins  Brailler  from  the  crew  of  U.S.S.  Shelton. 

(2)  3  Braille  Watches  from  the  Zale  Corporation  of  Dallas,  Texas,  as  prizes 
for  selected  achievements  of  the  children  in  and  out  of  school. 

(3)  900  Plastic  Book  Binders  from  the  General  Binding  Corporation  of 
Northbrook,  Illinois. 

Gifts  in  Kind:  The  donors  of  various  gifts  in  kind  and  cash  towards 
the  children’s  pocket  money  were  also  gratefully  thanked.  So  were  the  many

Social  Service  Clubs,  Schools,  Organisations  and  Individuals  who  had  given 
parties  for  the  children  or  had  invited  them  out. 

Visitors:  Among  the  long  list  of  visitors  mentioned  the  following 
distinguished  people  were  named:  Tan  Sri  Fatimah  bte  Haji  Hashim, 
Minister  of  Welfare  Services;  Mr.  R.A.  Babonau,  Far  East  Regional  Director, 
R.C.S.B.;  Rev.  N.E.  Turner,  South  East  Asia  Field  Supervisor,  C.C.F. ; 
Rev.  E.  Sweetman,  Principal  Air  Chaplain,  R.A.A.F. ;  Rev.  J.  Carden,  Asia 
Secretary,  C.M.S.;  and  Rev.  G.  Braund,  Overseas  General  Secretary,  U.S.P.G. 

Appreciation:  The  very  many  Friends  and  Supporters,  both  in 
Malaysia  and  Overseas,  were  heartily  thanked  for  their  continued  interest 
in  the  work  and  their  increased  financial  support  which  had  enabled  St. 
Nicholas  to  fulfil  some  of  its  hopes  and  aspirations  in  its  service  to  the 
blind.  The  large  number  of  Voluntary  Helpers  were  also  thanked  for  giving 
so  much  of  their  time  so  willingly.  It  was  stressed  that  St.  Nicholas  was 
greatly  indebted  to  all  who  had  given  of  their  time,  their  talents  and  their 
money. 

The  Lee  Foundation  of  Kuala  Lumpur  was  particularly  thanked  for 
having  made  it  possible  for  the  Principal  to  attend  the  important  4th  General 
Assembly  of  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  at  New  Delhi. 
Mr.  G.S.  Reutens,  Principal  of  Hutchings  School,  was  also  thanked  for  having 
designed  the  impressive  and  dignified  School  Crest. 

An  expression  of  appreciation  was  extended  to  the  Board  for  their 
guidance,  encouragement  and  support  and  to  the  staff  for  their  continued 
co-operation  and  loyalty  in  spite  of  the  extra  demands  made  on  their  time 
and  patience.  Miss  Cheong  was  particularly  thanked  for  having  coped  so  well 
during  the  Principal’s  absence.  It  was  pointed  out  that  grand  buildings  and 
magnificent  facilities  alone  did  not  make  a  good  school.  A  dedicated, 
enthusiastic  staff  and  an  active,  curious  batch  of  children,  eager  in  their  search 
for  knowledge  and  determined  to  make  the  fullest  use  of  the  opportunities 
which  they  were  fortunate  to  be  given,  were  essential  elements.  The  fervent 
hope  was  expressed  that  both  staff  and  children  would  be  fired  by  a  renewed 
enthusiasm  as  St.  Nicholas  moved  into  the  unknown  Seventies. 

Conclusion:  It  was  stressed  that  St.  Nicholas,  which  had  pioneered 
blind  welfare  work  in  1926,  had  continued  to  play  a  leading  role  in  the 
extension  of  these  services  and  was  constantly  seeking  ways  of  being  of  greater 
service.  Therefore  provision  had  been  made  in  the  Development  Plan  for  the 
setting  up  of  a  Talking  Book  Library  which  would  be  of  tremendous  value 
especially  to  blind  secondary  and  university  students  as  well  as  the  adult 
blind.  It  was  hoped  that  the  Ministeries  and  State  Organisations  concerned 
with  the  education  and  welfare  of  the  blind  both  in  Malaysia  and  Singapore 
would  co-operate  in  the  organisation  of  the  service  for  the  whole  region. 

It  was  also  pointed  out  that  with  the  completion  of  the  Development 
Plan  St.  Nicholas  would  have  not  only  added  facilities  for  the  Primary 
children  but  also  adequate  provision  for  the  introduction  of  Comprehensive 
Secondary  education  if  and  when  the  need  arose.  It  was  hoped  that  those 
interested  in  and  responsible  for  the  education  of  the  blind  in  Malaysia 
would  note  this  and  utilize  the  facilities  already  available,  if  needed,  and  not 
duplicate  them. 

Finally,  it  was  stated  that  as  Man  prepared  to  make  his  second  historic 
landing  on  the  Moon,  St.  Nicholas  was  poised  and  ready  to  face  the  challenges 
and  opportunities  of  the  next  decade,  faithfully  dependent  on  the  continued 
wholehearted  support  of  its  countless  generous  Friends  and  confident  as  the 
words  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah  ring  loud  and  clear:  “and  thine  ears  shall  hear 
a  word  behind  thee,  saying,  This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it”.

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REPORT  BY  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  THE  OCCUPATION  CENTRE 


There  have  been  a  few  changes  at  the  Occupation  Centre  during  the  past  year. 

Staff:  Miss  A.  V.  Jeshurun  returned  from  England  in  August  after  under¬ 
going  a  Training  Course  in  Blind  Welfare  on  an  R.C.S.B.  Scholarship.  We  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  them  for  the  very  helpful  and 
interesting  Course  that  was  arranged  and  for  the  Scholarship.  Miss  Marilyn  M. 
Thomson  left  for  U.K.  in  September  after  having  very  successfully  managed  the  Centre 
for  the  past  IT  years.  We  would  like  to  thank  V.S.O.  for  having  made  her  services 
available  to  us  and  to  extend  our  warm  gratitude  to  her  for  all  that  she  has  done, 
including  the  setting  up  of  the  Social  Rehabilitation  Training  Course.  It  is  a  stepping 
stone  in  the  programme  for  the  rehabilitation  of  blind  women  in  our  country,  and  one 
that  they  find  fulfilling.  We  are  also  very  happy  to  announce  the  appointment  of  Miss 
V.  Pillay  as  a  Temporary  Teaching  Assistant  from  October  last  year.  We  would  like  to 
thank  her  for  all  the  work  she  rendered  as  a  regular  voluntary  helper  prior  to  her 
appointment. 

Training  Course:  It  is  very  heartening  to  announce  that  the  3rd  Course 
with  five  trainees  has  just  ended  and  that  there  was  a  waiting  list  for  the  4th  Course 
which  began  early  in  July.  In  time  we  hope  to  streamline  the  intake  to  suit  the 
different  catagories  of  women  who  apply  for  the  Course,  that  is,  those  who  have  had 
Secondary  education  from  those  who  have  had  less.  By  making  the  syllabus  flexible, 
it  has  been  possible  to  ensure  that  all  the  trainees  have  been  able  to  benefit  fully. 
Swimming  lessons  have  been  introduced  as  part  of  the  Course  to  stimulate  outside 
interest  and  also  as  a  form  of  exercise.  We  hope  that  all  trainees  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  make  use  of  all  that  they  have  learnt  here. 

Personal:  Last  July  we  had  the  pleasant  surprise  that  Joanna  Pakrisamy,  an 
orphan,  was  not  returning  to  the  Centre  after  the  June  holidays,  as  she  was  marrying 
a  blind  Telephone  Operator  in  August.  We  wish  them  both  all  happiness.  Three 
ex-trainees  from  our  First  Course  returned  to  St.  Nicholas  for  the  re-union  last  December. 
It  was  a  great  pleasure  meeting  them  again  and  seeing  how  well  they  looked.  From 
the  Second  Course,  Jamaliah  bte  Mohamed  Ali,  Maimunah  bte  Salleh  and  Ku  Rafeah 
bte  Ku  Abdullah  are  undergoing  training  at  present  as  stenographers  at  the  Gurney 
Evaluation  and  Adjustment  Training  Centre,  Kuala  Lumpur.  Razimah  bte  Mat  Yasin  has 
been  admitted  to  Form  IV  and  is  studying  at  the  Taiping  Convent. 

Sales:  For  the  past  few  months  our  sales  have  not  been  steady  at  all  and 
we  greatly  look  forward  to  more  public  support.  A  number  of  people  have  been 
approached  to  hold  coffee  mornings  and  we  hope  this  will  help  boost  our  sales.  The 
trainees  are  greatly  encouraged  by  the  sales,  as  this  makes  them  want  to  work  harder, 
especially  at  articles  that  are  popular  since  they  are  paid  at  piece  rates. 

Appreciation:  We  are  grateful  to  the  Ministry  of  Welfare  Services  for  their 
grant  of  $2,000/-.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  British  Petroleum  Malaysia  Sdn.  Bhd. 
for  their  very  generous  gift  of  two  Perkins  Braillers  and  two  Typewriters.  Finally,  we 
thank  the  members  of  the  Occupation  Centre  Sub-Committee,  Messrs.  Rajendram  & 
Co.,  (Our  Honorary  Auditors),  Mrs.  Salmon,  Mrs.  Moy,  the  Young  Adults  Club  and 
other  voluntary  helpers  who  devote  so  much  of  their  valuable  time  to  the  work  of  the 
Centre.

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THE  AFTER-CARE  OFFICERS  REPORT 


The  major  part  of  the  After-Care  Officer’s  work  as  such  has  been  carried  on 
through  correspondence  this  year,  although  one  or  two  trips  to  Kuala  Lumpur  and  Ipoh 
have  been  made  and  whenever  the  Principal  has  been  to  Kuala  Lumpur  for  a  meeting  his 
“spare”  time  has  been  spent  in  contacting  as  many  Old  Nicolites  as  he  can.  Bi-monthly 
Newsletters  have  been  sent  out  fairly  regularly  and  many  letters  have  been  received  in 
return.  It  is  still  difficult  to  keep  up  fully  with  the  whereabouts  of  our  old  students  for 
many  have  moved  their  homes  and  many  their  places  of  work,  but  this  is  quite  a  good  sign 
that  they  are  pretty  active  and  interested  in  what  is  going  on  around  them. 

The  usual  Reunion  was  held  at  Christmas  time  and  I  think  that  everyone  had  a  very 
busy  and  enjoyable  time  together  catching  up  with  each  other’s  news  and  the  younger  ones 
comparing  notes  about  Secondary  School  work. 

All  at  St.  Nicholas  were  greatly  concerned  about  our  Old  Nicolites  in  Kuala 
Lumpur  and  Petaling  Jaya  during  the  distuibances  in  May,  1969  but  we  were  relieved  to 
hear  from  the  Acting  Executive  Director  of  M.A.B.  that  all  was  well. 

A  number  of  Old  Nicolites  were  assessed  at  the  G.E.A.T.C.  and  information  received 
from  the  Principal  showed  us  that  4  had  been  assessed  for  Telephony,  3  for  Stenography, 
7  for  Light  Engineering  and  1  for  Canework.  Two  were  untrainable. 

We  still  do  not  have  a  satisfactory  method  of  keeping  track  of  the  movements  of 
Old  Nicolites  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  remedied  when  there  is  a  full-time  After- 
Care  Officer  at  the  end  of  1970.  Still  a  great  cause  for  concern  is  the  number  of  blind  folk, 
especially  boys,  who  are  sitting  at  home  doing  nothing  and  will  probably  do  so  for  the  rest 
of  their  lives.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  St.  Nicholas  may  be  able  to  offer  a  solution  to 
this  pressing  need. 

PERSONAL: 

Obituary:  Staff  and  students  were  shocked  to  hear  that  Abdul  Rahman  bin  Majid  had 
passed  away  while  at  home  after  a  “few  days’  fever”  on  26th  June,  1969.  He  was  a 
clever  boy  and  had  just  passed  his  School  Certificate  with  a  Grade  I.  Our  sympathies 
go  to  his  parents. 

Weddings:  We  congratulate  Violet  Kok  and  Stephen  Hong  who  were  married  on  31st 
May,  1969;  Joanna  Kamala  and  Salleh  Udin  (Richard  Yeoh)  who  were  married  in 
September;  and  Sarah  Yeoh  and  Zakariah  who  were  married  on  4th  August,  1969. 

Grandchildren:  St.  Nicholas  also  welcomes  to  its  family  and  congratulates  the 

mothers  of  five  children  born  during  the  year:  a  first  son  to  Normah  (Etting)  and 
Mahidi,  a  third  son  to  Irene  and  Ahmad  bin  Yusoff,  a  second  daughter  to  Nancy  and 
Michael  Lee,  a  son  to  Joseph  and  Helena  Woon  who  already  have  two  daughters, 
and  a  first  daughter  to  Violet  and  Stephen  Hong  this  June.  There  is  news  that  several 
more  are  on  the  way! 

Retirement:  At  the  end  of  1969  Audrey  Lum,  one  of  St.  Nicholas’s  oldest  and  most 
faithful  members,  retired  from  her  work  in  the  Occupation  Centx-e  but  continues  to 
live  at  St.  Nicholas,  receiving  full  board  and  a  small  pension. 

Delegate  to  Conference:  On  September  30th  Ivan  Ho  set  off  by  plane  for  Ceylon  to 
represent  the  Selangor  Society  of  the  Blind  and  judging  by  what  he  told  us  at  the 
Reunion,  found  it  a  most  profitable  experience.

We  look 
forward  therefore  to  the  day  when  St.  Nicholas  will  have  a  person  who  can  devote  the 
whole  of  her  time  to  keeping  in  touch  with  individuals  personally,  for  it  was  the  way 
of  our  Lord  to  show  concern  for  the  individual  and  it  has  always  been  the  aim  of 
St.  Nicholas  to  follow  in  His  steps.

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HON.  TREASURERS’  REPORT  ON  THE  ACCOUNTS  FOR  1969 


1.  There  is  an  excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure  for  the  year  of 
$21,742/-  (out  of  which  $15,000/-  has  been  transferred  to  the  Endowment 
Fund)  as  against  an  excess  in  1968  of  $1,395/-. 

2.  The  Income  received  by  St.  Nicholas  in  1969  amounted  to  $213,558/- 
as  against  $183,000/-  in  1968,  an  increase  of  $30,000/-.  As  will  be  seen  from 
the  Accounts,  all  items  of  income  increased  during  the  year  and,  in  particular, 
Donations  &  Subscriptions.  These  amounted  to  $64,737/-  as  against  $47,576/- 
in  1968.  The  increase  in  Donations  &  Subscriptions  by  this  substantial  sum 
in  1969  is  particularly  gratifying  and  demonstrates  once  again  the  goodwill 
and  affection  in  which  St.  Nicholas  is  held  by  all  communities  in  this  country 
and  by  friends  overseas.

5.  The  Occupation  Centre  shows  a  Profit  for  the  year  of  $293/-  in  the 
Trading  section.  The  Centre  deserves  our  full  support  because  it  does  give 
occupation  to  the  older  blind  girls  and  useful  articles  are  produced  for  sale. 

6.  Once  again,  we  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  support  that 
has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  to  St.  Nicholas  in  the  form 
of  Educational  and  Maintenance  Grants  for  the  Primary  and  Integrated 
Scheme  totalling  $122,000/-,  and  also  grants  that  have  been  made  by  State 
Governments  and  the  Ministry  of  Welfare  Services.  Without  these  grants, 
St.  Nicholas  could  not  continue.
